At .MichigoU the depart- 
ment occupies a tine yroup of rooms 
in - brand-new building in company 
with other sciences. Peabody Collcb'o 
(Nashville) has recently erected a 
buUdlnp for ps>c>K>i(it..v, which 
shared by the d-.-pm-tmcni of cdiica- 
lion* At -Harvard, Rmerson Hall. -is 
occupied jointly Ijy psychologj- iinil 
philosophy. At Chicago. Yale and 
elsow-here older buildings liav(- been 
made over into psychological aboia- 
lorles. But it remained for Princeton 
to build and equip a modem labora- 
loiy, daEsslgna-ted by the terms of the 
Eifi solely for the Department of Psy- 
c'iiology.

^i^more important for his happiness than his outer life. 

If a student plunges into the struggle of business with no 
ersonal religion, no clear convictions, no knowledge of history, 
jio-sense of his^ own responsibility for the political system under 
wh:ch he lives; if he has not steeped himself in the ideals and 
|reams of the great, masters of : the World in all Art, in music 
n literatiireV^^i^â^f^i^idqès liot know how to coihihune with 
iature, then surely there is no colourful habitation for his spirit.

•i^'ihject that Is merely training. We have now our school of- ag 
f -ricttlture to teach farming, military schools, engineering schools 
^^(and all kinds of schools. But they do not educate, they merely 
-^inun' and produce skilled professional men. We can be glad that 
; it is still possible in some of our universities to educate the hu 
4 man mind without putting a dollar value on the results that is 
' oMs of the priceless possessions of civilization. 
; What then should bê the aim of a student during his college 
v ltfe> In the first place to make lasting friends among his school 
mates and the great minds of the ages, secondly, ' to make some 
:: <atikiiral subject a part of his mental life for all time. He may take 
l:.drMna, history, music, poetry or some branch of science, but only 
IrÎM'Hk hi9 own individual happiness in mind, and with no thought 
â'tliat it may even bring him a cent in material profit. "For what 
^|îreVinen better than sheep or goats who nourish a blind life with- 
i in the brain?'' But should his hobby prove to be the background 
■ÊMnA' basis for practical science and creative and literary work, 
cSlhis is so much ttte better. The enjoyment is sufficient return. 
ff^Tlhen again, every student should lay the beginning bf a small 
^' ■ library. He should as well, strive for sound physical develop- 
.ment and habits of perfect health. Having done that, he will have 
^piit down a thorough foundation for personal happiness in the 
future. 

No! The college should not make a student successful if he 
■jbad not the right stuff to begin with. The vital thing is, will his 
■ ^Miiniirfinity': life fit him to be successful in the much more difficult 
kj^^mness^of living? The college man is thus given the opportunity 
îo^Jây'a basis for a measure of happiness which few human beings 
ievc.
